In 
1712.Liverpool started its first newspaper, the 
Liverpool Courant, which appeared twice a week. 
Tho smollness of the sen traffic is shown in on» of 
its early. numbers, which, containing three deys’ 
news, gives nows that “ one ship hos arrived,” 
md of anothor “ outward’ bound for Dublin.” 
But with tho-institation of « newspaper the 
town grew rapidly, on inquiry was made for a 
dock, and sixteen years later than the starting 
of its newspaper. wo read that, 120 vessels 
belonged to. the port of Liverpool.
